Sun Fo Speaks On 
Far East Dangers 


London, Mar, 24, 

Mr. Sun Fo, Chinese political 
leader and son of the late Dr. 
Sun Yat-sen, who is touring 
Europe, arrived in| London by 
air from Paris to-day, and in an 
interview said, referring to his 
recent visit to. Moscow, that 
Russia regarded the war in the 
Far East with great anxiety, but 
at present there seemed to be 


no prospect of her intervening 
owing to the dangers and com- 
plications in Europe, which 
might start a world war. 

Mr, Sun Fo had a long conversa: 
tlon with “M, Josef Stalin, Russian 
Dictator, who struck him os an. ex- 
tremely practical man, who knew 
exactly what he wanted. 

As far us.Mr, Sun Fo was able to 
judge, the Russian people appeared 
absolutely to support their Govern- 
ment, ond the recent purge had not 
shaken the stability of the State, 

Mr, Sun Fo frequently saw M. 
Litvinoff, the Russian Foreign 
Minister, who informed him that he 
was sure Herr Adolf Hitler meant 
to sclze Austria; Immediately Mr. 
Sun Fo left Moscow for Vienna, and 
ho only left Vienna a day before the 
scizure of Austria. : 


READY FOR LONG WAR 
He expressed the opinion that the 


Cl war in China. would last at least 


another year, possibly much longer. 
The Chinese armies were for better’ 
organised and equipped than at the 
beginning, anu it was now clear that 
Japan was having no casy time. 
Japan Was obliged. to keep two- 
thirds of her resources ijn reserve 
against the possibility of a quarrel 
with a third Power, hence she could 
only use one-third against China, 
and she had to draw heavily on that. 
Mr..Sun Fo sald he had no doubt 
about the stability of Chinese cur-

some simple “forcign’ ways 
with potatoes, which lend variety

To make a French potato 
mould butter a plain round 
mould and coat with brown 
breadcrumbs. 
peeled potatoes and three ounces 
of Gruyere cheese. Fill the 
mould with alternate layers, be- 
ginning with potato and sprink- 
ling each layer with salt, pepper, 
and a little melted butter. Bake 
in a moderate oven for half an 
hour and turn out on a hot dish. 


Turkish Croquettes 


To each half-pound of mashed 
potato add one ounce of melted but- 
ter, one teaspoonful tomato ketchup, 
one dessertspoonful anchovy essence, 
one. beaten egg yolk, and salt and 
pepper. When cold, form into little 
cakes, coat with egg and bread- 
crumbs, and fry in hot fat, 


six large potatocs In a slow oven. 
When soft, cut one end off each and 
remove the pulp, leaving the shell 
intact, : 

Mash the pulp and add two ounces 
of meited butter, two egy yolks, two 
tablespoonfuls of cream (or warm 
milk), salt and pepper, and, lastly, 
two tablespoonfuls of grated Par~ 
mesun cheese. | Fill the potato cases, 


sprinkle with cheese, and bake in a 


moderate oven for 20 minutes. 
 Lyonnatse Potatoes 


Boll one pound of potatoes In their 
skins, being careful not to overcool: 
them. Peel them and slice thinly 
across the potatoes. Fry them a pale 
gotden brown In hot butter or lard. 
‘Keep them hot while frying a quar- 
ter-pound of thinly-sliced onlons, 
also to 0 golden brawn. It spoils the 
flavour of the dish to brown them 
more. Mix the onions and potatocs 
carefully, Sprinkle with pepper, 
salt, and fincly-chopped parsley. 
Serve very hot. i 

Here is a tasty Swedish salad:— 

To each breakfastcupful of diced 
cooked potatoes add two tablespoon- 
fuls of chopped celery, one table} 
spoonful chopped mixed nuts, and 
sufficient French dressing! to moisten, 
Hungartan Stew 

Fry two chopped eonlons, without 
browning, In a generous ounce of 
butter. Add two pecled and chopped 
tomatocs and six thickly sliced pota- 
‘toes. Barely cover with a Ight 
stock, and simmer gently for half an 
hour. Season and. serve with a 
sprinkling of chopped parsley,

Nine ships will be bullt “tor the 
Italian Line for a total of 86,000 tons 
thirteen for the Lloyd Tricstino linc 
for a total tonnage of 82,000, seven- 
teen for the Tirennin Line for 43 000 
tons and five for the Adrintic Line 
for 39,000 tons. In addition the Roma 
and Augustus will be completely 
transformed. 


VITTORIA TO GO 


In a few cases some of the lincrs 
presently in use will be replaced by 
new units, The smart Vittorla, the 
pride of. Italy's extreme Orient ficct, 
will make way for a'new 16,500 tons 
matorship. Increasing competition by 
the British has dictated this change. 
The Prineipessa Giovanna and the 
Principessa Maria, both in the South 
American service, will be substituted 
by two new 10,000 ton motorships. 


On December 3ist, the total toa- 
nage of mechanically propelled ships 
in the Italian merchant marine 
totalled 3,174,000 tons, putting it 
sixth place after Great Britain,. the 
United States, Japan, Norway and 
Germany respectively. This is aon 
Increase of 1,744,000 tons or 122% 
over 1914's tonnage.” ‘ 


Of the 3,174,000 © tons, approximate- 
ly 1,700, 000 tons consist of frelghters 
devoted exclusively to the transport 
of material and = supplies, The re- 
malnder are passenger and fast mail 


ships. 
SELF-SUFFICIENCY 


As in-other economic domains, the 
prime object of Italy's drive for a 
blager and better merchant marine is 
self-suMciency. 


Tt is not enough that Italians ~ 
Ttallan ships. Foreign traders must 
be persuaded to ship thelr goods to 
these shores on Italian ships as well. 
The reason fo this can be seen in the 
following figures, Italy anhually Lm- 
ports about 20 millfard tons of sup- 
plies and exports less than half that 
total. In order to strike a favour- 
able balance, Italy would not only 
be obliged to ship all her, exports: on 
Italian freighters but at Ieast one- 
third of her imports as well, 


The goal is placed even higher, 
Italy would like to create huge fiect 
of tramp stcamers and go into the 
international transport business. Italy 
has enviously watched the Scandl- 
navian countries build on thelr fleets 
of frelghters to assume leading places 
among.the maritime nations. Italy 
makes no secret that she wants to 
take a cut of this transport business 
for herself. 


BE INDEPENDENT 


If all of this could: be realized, 
other clements would be brought into 
play, With a merchant marine that 


could amply take cere of all the im-, 


ports and exports, Italy would no 
longer be at the mercy of other 
nations in case of cconomic sanctions, 


It wilt be recalled that many coun- 
tries, United States included, at the 
time refused to send food and supplies 
to Italy on their own ships. Had 
Italy a larger merchant marine = she 
could have afforded to smile at the 
Geneva institution Instead of permit- 
ting It to couse her many nervous 
moments, 


The human clement Js another im- 
portant factor. Two-million tons of 
new frelghters wlll require a great 
deal of man power. to opcrate them. 
The ten-year building programme will 
strong, 
young husicy Iallnns for that perlod 
of time at least. As thousands of 
soldiers are duc to return from Spain 
sooner or fater, the shipbulldirig pro- 
gramme should help Mussolini solve 
the problem of: reintegrating them 
back into ItnHan industry.

hardly taken part in this war, which 
is by no-- means taxing -- our: full 
strength. Japan is a first-class 
power, She has no need whatsoever 
to eall upon her crack troops to face 
China, Not until she Is pitted ogalnst 
another first-class power or combinns 
tion of powers will she then display 
her real and potential power. The 
West will know Japan better when 
that unfortunate eventuality comes.

os _ Hankow, Mar. 24, 
How Chinese troops of the 1ong 
desplacd 28th Army won ao signal 
victory ot Linyl over crack Japnnese 

“troops of the Fifth Division under 
-one of the most militant fre caters 

- “of the Japanese Army, Gen. Itagaki, 
formed the subject of.a very In- 
teresting discourse to-day by a notcd 
Chinese strategist to the foreign 
Press. 

The general stated that Linyi was 
one of the most notable battics of 
the war so far, because for the first 
thme relatively ill equipped and 
poorly officered Chinese units not 

only. successfully . attacked 0 large 
Japanese force, forcing them to retire, 
but were also able to pursue the 
enemy for a whole day and con- 
solidnte the frults of the victory. 

“This event Is of the greatest im- 
portance,”* tie~continued, “beenuse it 
reaffirms our fatth in the potential 
strength of the Chinese Army. I can 
tell you that our military strength is 
increasing daily and that our morale 
is higher than ever. 

“Whether we beat and pursue the 
enemy as at Linyl or mnoke a 
strategic withdrawal from the rall- 
ways, a3 tn. Shansl, all we now do 
constitutes a consclously planned 
part of our strategy almed at cx- 
hausting and driving out the enemy.” 

. SECOND DEFEAT 

An interesting sidclight concern- 
ing the Japanese force is that Gen. 
Itagaki was defeated for the second 
time, the first belng at Pinghsinkuon, 
Shans}, at the end of last year. 

As_a result of the battle of Linyi, 
the Japanese are estimated to have 
lost 14,000 killed and twice as many 
wounded, in adition to 600 prisoners 
taken, the latter at present having 
been transferred to Hsuchow. 

Numerous trophies were 
taken, including three -pieces of 
artillery. Chinese losses are np- 
proximately similar. 

Details of the battle were then ex- 
plaincd.. The events: before the 
battle, to the end of January, were 
that the Japanese 105th Division was 
landed at Tsingtao, the maln force 
being stationed at Chucheng, .Lung- 
kow and Linchu. 


Late in February the Japanese 
started .a southward movement to- 
wards Linyt. Chinese bandit allies,

(BATTLE, MOVES 

At the beginning of March, Gen. 
Itngoki’s Fifth Division moved south 
from. Yuchow. The total Japancsa 
force, ‘consisting of two divisions, 
with artillery and plancs, took up 
posiflons cast and north-cast of Liny! 
across the Yellow River, facing a 
Chinese force, consisting of three 
divisions, 

Chinese strategy involved holding 
up the Japanese cast of Liny!, while 
advancing north along the west bank 
of the Yi River, with the object of 
crossing higher up and cutting off the 
Japanese rear. 

This was successfully accomplish+ 
ed by March 15, despite the fact that 
the Japanese were seemingly In- 
formed of the Chinese tactles, and 
sent the Nagano Regiment across the 
Yj River from Tangtechen, 20 miles 
north-cast of Linyl, to mect the ad- 
vancing Chinese Ieft flank. 

As a result of three days of hard 
fighting, the Japanese © centre: and 
flanks were all forced to retreat 
north-east upon Tangtechen on 
March 18, the retreat being accelerat- 
ed because the Chinese troops pre- 
viously had burned the villages and 
left no shelter. 

The Nagano Regiment, west of the 
Yi River, was completely wiped out, 
the commander being kHled. - The 
pursuing Chinese” troops dislodged 
the Japanese from Tangtechen and 
advancing further took Yishul, 30 
miles north of Linyi, on March 20. 

SECOND CLASH LIKELY 

A second battle for Linyl js im- 
minent according to Intest Chinese 
military reports. The new Japanese 
offensive opened on March 22, 
evidently alming ‘to take Linyl and 
cross the Welshanhu Lake. Hand- 
to-hand fighting has been talcing 
place frequently following the — ar- 
rival of 4,000 new Japanese troops 
who will ultimately attempt to cut 
the Lunghai line at Kweltch.

FIRST LANDINGS 


It will be remembered that active 
operations opened by the issue of an 
order for the deployment of the 
garrison to start at 9 am, on Satur- 
day. This deployment was com- 
pleted in all important respects by 
12 noon, During the morning news 
was received of a landing in Deep 
Bay of a force estimated at two 
regiments (total six battalions), one 
régiment of which crossed Deep Bay 
and effeeted a landing unopposed 
about Yuen Long, the second repi- 
ment marching overland from Lam 
Tau and crossing into the New 
Territories near Fanling, The first 
regiment, moving across country 
after ua very fine march, gained 
touch with the Ieft of the defence 
near Tsun Wan at about 10 p.m., and, 
reinforced” bya‘ detachment © which 
advanced over the hills, attacked the 
Rajputano Rifles at dawn on Sun- 
In 
spite of a renewed attack on Sunday 
afternoon no further advance. was 
made on that front y 


At about 11.30 am. on Saturday 
the Fortress Commander, with oa 
view to delaying the advance of the 
enemy reported near the frontier, 
had sent forward a machine yun 
company to hold the defile just 
south-east of Fanling. This move 
was carried out in mechanical 
transport and the force was in 
position by 2 p.m. 


During. the nfternoon a battallon 
of enemy was landed onthe north 
shores of Tolo Harbour about 5 p.m. 
and advanced rapidly on Tai Po. 


TOLO HARBOUR SUCCESS 


The extent of the threat from! the 
enemy landing in Tolo Harbour was 
not fully realised ut first, but when 
‘he decision to withdraw the delay- 
inz. force trom Fanling was taken, 
the transmission of the order failed, 
‘y th the result that ulimately, when 
it did commence to withdraw, it 
found the enemy across its Ine of 
retreat and in attempting to break 
‘hrough was badly hammered and

Some excellent work was done by 
the armoured cara and motor m.g.

END OF FIRST DAY 


During Sunday afternoon a de- 
termined attack against tho Raj- 
putana Rifles position failed to malice 
progress and the day ended with the 
enemy In contact precariously on the 
extreme right but firmly on the 
centre and left sectors, ‘with a 
general indication that the morning 
would see renewed activity by the 
force advancing south from Fanling, 
and a rcorganisatlon of the defence

The threat materialised in an at- 
tnck before dawn that morning 
(Monday) which, after two local 
successes, was brought fo a halt. To 
mect this attack the Mainland Com- 
mander’s reserve was brought up in 
lorries at which polnt the operations 
were closed down. 


The operations demonstrated the 
great Importance of reliable com- 
munications and the value of motor 
transport for tactical purposes. - 


As regards communications, in 
spite of the diMculties and delays 
which naturally arise during the first 
day of a manocuvre on this scale, 
there was a marked improvement as 
the operations progressed. ——~, 


C regards movements by 
Mechanical Transport, in the course 
of the last 78 hours, four importance 
tactical moves of reserve by M.T. 
were carricd out and numerous 
valuable lessons applicable to the 
local A in the Colony were 
earnt, 


ISLAND DEFENCE 


On the Island the operations were 
confined to small attempts by the 
enemy to effect Inndings to distract 
the defence, but in the vain hope of 
finding the defence unwary and 
effecting a successful coup de main, 
In two places this came near to 
being successful. The, first at Pok- 
fulam. where a landing succeeded In 
penctrating as far as Mt. Kellett 
before being repulsed, and near 
Tytam, where an enemy force land- 
ed and reached Tytam Reservoir and 
Bungalow, But here again the de-| 
fence was equal to the occasion and 
by the time the operations were 
closed down on Monday morning the 
defence, with the exception of two 
small enemy successes, was Intact. 


During this time the Navy: co- 
operated with: the mixed defences ‘of 
the fortress and some good training 
jn engaging ships under warlike 
conditions, resulted, including a

The thanks of His Excellency, The 
General Officer Commanding, are 
conveyed to ‘the public for _ co- 
operating with the, military . during 
these operations and bearing without 
complaint any inconvenience caused. 

It Js inevitable that either by noise 
of troop movements, firing of guns, 
or by congestion on the roads the 
normal routine of the pcople is to 
some extent interfered with.

KEY TO PEACE 
IN. PALESTINE 


Recently. the Government 
decided to send an additional 
six full battalions of British 
troops to Palestine for per- 
manent duty there. - This means 
that the battalions will serve for 
as long as there is unrest in the 
territories for which Great 
Britain is responsible; or per- 
haps as long as there is trouble 
across their frontiers, which 
may well be for ever, For the 
Arab is a man with a long 
memory and fighting and raid- 
ing are in, his blood. The six 
new battalions will reinforce the 
troops - alrendy stationed in 
Palestine, and: they are a 
numerous and costly enough 


_|foree to make the people who 


pay the taxes wonder what lies 
behind all this unrest. 

It is a long story and only the 
essentials can be touched upon. 
It goes back centuries before 
the time of the Balfour Declara- 
tion, which gave tho Jewish 
people x promise of a “home 
land” in Palestine, It is’ this 
Declaration which ostensibly 
ereated the present anti-British 
and anti-Jewish feeling among 
the tribes. But the chances are 
that whether the partitioning of 
Palestine had been attempted 
or not, the bedouln and his 
brothers would have continued 
to make trouble in. the desert, 
raiding into the villages and 
to the borders of tha towns; for 
that is the nature of the Arabs. 

Long before the Great War, 
and fs far as historians can take 
Us, there have been wars in and 
around Palestine. When, short- 
ly before the Great War, Britain 
had to think about her cort- 
munications with India and_ her 
oi] interests in the Near East, 
because of German and Turkish 
ambitions in that part of the 
world, there was considerable 
under-cover diplomacy and 
trenty-seeking with the various 
native rulers. When war finally 
came Britnin had allies who 
harassed the Turks, and Hussein, 
one of Turkey’s ‘former Gov- 
ernors, was promised the rule of 
the Arab peoples for the part 
he played in the long campaigns,

her consent. 

All that Britain possesses is a 
Charter for the administration of 
the territories, Tho sovereignty 
could only bo varied by the 
Powers composing the Versailles 


Conference.

KNOWLEDGE of other people’s 
Ways is very useful in the 
kitchen. Here, for instance, are 
some simple “foreign” ways 
with potatoes, which lend variety 
pothe serving of our staple vege- 
able. 


To make a French potato 
mould butter a plain round 
mould and coat with brown 
breadcrumbs. Slice thinly eight 
peeled potatoes and three ounces 
of ‘Gruyere cheese. Fill the 
mould with alternate layers, be- 
ginning with potato and sprink- 
ling each layer with salt, pepper, 
and a little melted butter. Bake 
in a moderate oven for half an 
hour.and turn out on a hot dish. 


Turkish Croquettes 


To cach half-pound of mashed 
potato add one ounce of meited but- 
ter, one tenspoonful tomato ketchup, 
one dessertspoonful anchovy essence, 
one beaten egg yolk, and salt and 
pepper, When cold, form into littic 
cakes, coat-' with egg and: bread- 
crumbs, and fry in hot fat, 

For German stuffed potatoes bake 
six large potatoes in a slow oven. 
When soft, cut one end off cach and 
remove the pulp, leaving the shell 
intact. 

Mash the pulp and add two ounces 
of melted butter, two egg yolks, two 
tablespoonfuls of cream (or warm 
milk), salt and pepper, and, lastly, 
two fablespoontuls of grated Par- 
mesan cheese. Fill the potato cascs, 
sprinkle with cheese, and bake in a 
moderate oven for 20 minutes, 


Lyonnatse Potatoes 


Boll one pound of potatoes In their 
skins, being careful not to overcook 
them. Peel them and slice thinly 
across the potatoes. Fry them a pale 
golden brown in hot butter or lard. 
Keep them hot while frying a quar- 
ter-pound’ of thinly-sliced onions, 
also to a golden brown. It spoils the 
flavour of the dish to brown them 
more, Mix the onions and potatoes 
earcfully, Sprinkle with pepper, 
salt, and < fincly-chopped parsley. 
Serve very hot. 

Here is a tasty Swedish salad:— 

To cach breakfastcupful of diced 
cooked potatoes add: two tablespoon- 
fuls of chopped celery, one table- 
spoonful chopped mixed nuts, and 
suMclent French dressing to, moisten. 


‘Hungarian Stew 


Fry two chopped onloris, without 
browning, in a generous ounce of 
butter. Add two peeled and chopped 
tomatocs and six thickly sliced pota- 
tocs. Barcly cover with a lght 
stock, and simmer gently for half an 
hour. Season and serve with, a 
sprinkling of chopped parsley.

Sun Fo Speaks On 


Far East Dangers 


London, Mar. 24. 

Mr.,Sun Fo, Chinese political 
Jender and son of the tate Dr. 
Sun Yat-sen, who Is touring 
Europe, arrived in London, by 
air from Paris to-day, and in an 
interview said, referring to his 
recent visit to Moscow, that 
Kussia, regarded the. war in the 
Far East with great anxiety, but 
at present there seemed to‘ be 
no prospect of her intervening 
owing to the dangera and com- 
plicationa in Europe, which 
might start a: world war. 

Mr. Sun Fo had a long conversa- 
tion with M, Josef Stalin, Russian 
Dictntor, who struck him as an ex- 
tremcly practical man, 
exactly what he. wanted, 

As far as Mr, Sun Fo was uble to 
judge, the Russlan people appeared 
absolutely to support their Govern- 
ment, and the recent purge had not 
shaken the stablllfy of the State. 

Mr, Sun’ Fo frequently saw M, 
Litvinoff, the Russian Foreign 
Minister, who informed him that he 
was sure Herr Adolf Hitler meant 
to aclze Austria. Immediately Mr. 
Sun Fo left Moscow for Vienna, and 
he only left Vienna a day before the 
seizure of Austria a 


READY FOR LONG WAR 


He expressed the opinion that the 
war In China would lust aot least 
another year, possibly ‘much longer. 
The Chinese armies were far better 
organised and equipped than at the 
beginning, and it was now clear that 
Japan was having no easy time, 

Japan way obliged to keep two- 
thirds of her resources in reserve 
ugainst the possibility of a quarre 
with a third Power, hence she could 
only use one-third against China, 
and she had to draw heavily on that, 

Mr, Sun Fo guld he bad ‘no doubt 
about the  stabillty of Chinese cure 
rency. Chinese reserves abroad 
were ‘intact, and China was able to 
finunee the purchase of arms abroad 
without ‘injury to her currency re- 
serve. 


SPOILED JAPAN'S HOPES 


Chinese restrictions of currency 
spoiled Japan's hopes of buying the

Washington, Mar, 24. 

An estimate issued by the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture places the 1938 
wheat crop in the United States at 
830,000,000 bushels, of which the 
winter crop is 630,000,000 and the 
spring crop, 200,000,000 bushels.

At last a 
marine proffered a coloured poc- 
ket handkerchief, green, red and, 
white, he had bought at Malta. 

- This faded handkerchiof was 
duly -nailed to a staff, which. 
was stuck into a small cask, and. 
the whole target was towed into 
a suitable position and eventual- 
ly sunk bd gunfire, 


Meanwhile the gata of a 
French brig which lay close by 
had watched the firing, and mis- 
taking the colours, had convin- 
ced himself that the handker- 
chief was a French flag. 

Going on shore, he collected 
all the Frenchmén he could find, 
informed them that the sacred 
flag of France was being grossly 
insulted by tho British Flect, 
and induced them to signa vehe- 
ment protest, which they went 
en “masse to\ deliver to the 
French’ consul.
